ROUMANIA'S FATEFUL HOUR, . 

A week sgo,in making mention of the first signs of a renewal 
of military activity in the Balkana, we ventured the suggection that 
there was here the poseibility of a genera! Allied offensive in thie 
theatre of the war, The events of the past five or mix deya have 

_jestified that forecast, for news has come tbrough.-of the arrival of 
Russian aud Ltalian, sa well ae Albanian, trrops at Salonics, and of 
the sabsequent- extensive operations by the British, French and Ser- 
Dian armies in the field. So far as can be gathered, neither Germany 
nor Austria is ceriously represented on this front, and the Allies 

. thereforé have merely Bualgeria to face—a country which, as we 
have before observed, never bas bad overmoch entbasisem for fight- 
ing inthe present war, and which, we may be ears, ie now even 
atill lesa inclined to carry 
faced. ; 

4 But, at the. moment, it ie in regard to Roumania rather then 
Bulgeris thet interest is centred. For about the fourth or fifth time 
since the war broke out, the Roomanians appear to be sbout to join 
the warring nations, Indeed, sil the circumstances tend to suggest 

. that it will not be many daye before she makes the plunge, over the 
taking of which she hasto long hesitated. There beve; of course, 

' . been, potent reasons why she has eo long remained non-belligerent. 
First and foremost, the fear of Hungary has to be taken into account, 

So long s8 the Austro-Hungarian armica were holding their own 
sgainet ibe Russisne, and keeping Transylvania intact, Roumanis 
reslised that to come in on the side of the Allies would, by 
reason of her geographical . position, have meant being 
absolotely overrun.’ Equally. diesstrous to the Allies would 
have been the step in such cireometances, since the enemy 
would have secured fall and absolute control and possession of 

Roumsnia’s great eapplies of corn snd petroleum. That is 

. most probably the reaton why the Allies have tsken no steps-to 

-arge Roumanian intervention, knowing fall well that, as with the 
United States, eo with Roumania, neutrality beat serves their inter- 
eata.. Thie wae the situation ee it existed before the renewed Russian 
cffeneive and before the revival of Allied sctivify in the Balkans, 
These grest events have tasde all the difference, and that is.why all 
eyes are fastened on Ronmanis just now, and why we are expacting 
to hear that she.exchanged neotrality for belligerency. That she is 


on the hopeless tack with which ebe is 


‘- preparing for war there can be no doubt: the recent messages from 


: Bakbareet leave no room for doubt on that point. . 
As to which side Roumanie will come in on, therecan scarcely 

be any question. With the situation as it is.to-day, no nation save 

8 nation of lanatica would join the discredited and depreased Central 
Powera, The Roumenisne have hitherto hesituted to teke ap arms 
for the reasons which we have cited abdve, and, in addition, becanss 
“wach # very large proportion of the inhabitants of ‘Transylvania are, 
and bave been for centaries, of Ronminian. blood.
